J u l y lh (ZP)— I was over 
Rome today in a Martin Marauder 
with two fliers who helped plaster 
Tokyo in April of 19 12. 
Our plane was near th e tail end i 
of the last echelon, anti we went j 
in at the u ncom fortable height of I 
10.000 feet to unload o u r bombs 
with beadly accuracy on a group 
of g rounded airplanes. 
If th e axis <an produce proof 
that our bombers destroyed an y ­ 
thing but military objectives to­ 
day, I shall be very much s u r ­ 
prised. 
We rem a in ed in the vicinity of 
the g rounded planes long enough 
to permit a good look around. 
We observed nothing from the 
air to give the slightest hint that 
a bomb fell within four miles of 
Vatican C i ty .

I could see fires coming from 
three leg itim ate military targets — 
two railw ay switching yards and 
an airport.
